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‘1. In the political neetings held at the Partido Socialista Popular (PSF) head+ 
quarters in Hebana, Cuba on 15 and 16 Septembér Blas Rota pointed out that, 
un.eas the oppasition parties united against the governient., the government party 
would win. He reached this conclusion by estinating that the Ortodoxo Party 
would be able to get 500,000 voteg while the combined parties of Batista and 
Castellanos would be able to obtain around 400,000 votes. However, with the 
increase in population and consequent increase in the electoral vote, the sov-= 
ernment would be able to get around 700,000 votes and win the election, Con- 
sidering this state of affairs, Roca emphasized the danger that exists today for 

the PSP if its present life of persecution, as well as its present economic and 
political stagnation, continues. The solution to Jie present difficulties, 
therefore, is in the formation of a Frente Democratico Nacional, made up of 
opposition parties, inorder to win over the scvernment in the next, elections, 

- For this reason the PSP should do everything possible to convince the other 
opposition parties. of the urgent necessity of uniting, since this is the only 
way in which the government party cin be defeated. Roca pointed out that the 
Partido iccion Unitaria (1AaU), of Batista, and the Partido Nacional Cubano (Fpc) 
of Castellanos, have a pact, but that thesetwo alone would not be ahke to win 
out against the government. He further stated that, unless a union were made with 
ie PEuOgOROR no Spree ation party would win in the coming elections, 


‘ae In this dunnactisn the Party will immediately initiate Comites de Unidad such

In the interior 
the P8P municipal councilmen will have the task of getting permits from the 
varLous mayors. This, with the permission of the local mayors and by holding 
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their meetings under. the "direct, Lon" and\"resnonsibility" of che iurty Jor 
gressional, veprecentat ives, toey hore to avoid. susnension cf whe ucetings by 
ae dogil police. .
